Election/Restrictions

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to an interferometric apparatus having a dynamic range 
correction element, classified in class 356, subclass 450. 

II. Claims 5-7 , drawn to an interferometric apparatus for lateral shearing 
interferometry, classified in class 356, subclass 520. 

Ill Claims 8 and 9, drawn to an interferometric apparatus for point diffraction 

interferometry, classified in class 359, subclass 577. 
IV. Claims 10-21, drawn to a method for error correction in interference patterns, 

classified in class 356, subclass 521, which is subject to further restriction as 

shown below. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as wavefront correction of non- 
interferometric wavefront measurements or with phase-shifting interferometry. Also 
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subcombination II has separate utility such as interferometric wavefront measurements with 
computational error correction. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as wavefront correction of non- 
interferometric wavefront measurements or with phase-shifting interferometry. Also 
subcombination II has separate utility such as interferometric wavefront measurements with 
computational error correction.

6. Inventions I and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process.

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a).
